THE LAYING STOCK. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Trish Times, the Poultry 
Correspondent says :— 

Try the new way to make them lay and keep 
them laying. Hens have to spend from 
thirteen to sixteen hours on the perches 
without food during the winter months. 
It has been discovered that a night feed 
by lamplight provides the extra nourish- 
ment which the birds need to keep up 
producing eggs during a non-productive 
period. lft pullets. are not laying, or 7, 
having commenced, they have stopped, 
it shows they are not getting sufficient 
nourishment, and an extra feed of grain 
given by lamplight between nine and ten 
o'clock every night may make all the 
difference.

I was very much interested, a corre- 
spondent writes me, in your paragraph 
the other day about the names given in 
Dublin to the coins in everyday use, and 
I, too, have often wondered how those 
slang, or nick-, names originated, They 
were widely spread, certainly, as I have 
heard them used in many parts of the 
country; but they would appear to have 
flourished best in Dublin. 

The names with which I was familiar 
were generally the same as those you 
mention, with the exception that I never 
heard a farthing called a ‘‘grunch.’’ The 
name I knew was ‘‘gunch,’’ varied 
occasionaliy with ‘‘garnee’’ or ‘‘ garny.”’ 
Then the penny was called a ' wing, the 
threepenny piece “ Finlay’s eye,” and 
the term ‘‘half-dollar’’ was used in- 
discriminately for a florin and a half- 
crown, but usually it referred to the 
half-crown. The crown piece I have heard 
called a ‘‘eoach wheel.’’ 

As you say, it would be interesting to 
discover how, and where, such nick-names 
orizinated. In my experience everyone 
took them for granted, just as if they 
were the official names of the coins.

‘The fact 
establishes a sufficiently good character. 
Manvr firme have their own archives or 
their own secret inquiry agents, so that 
whether the method consists of recourse to 
black hsts or to trade organisations, there 
must obviously be some little delay. That 
is why nearly-all firms whe do the credit 
business insist that goods so sold shall be 
delivered when the orders are ‘‘approved.”’ 
The delay gives the requisite time for 
inquiry; but it sometimes delays busi- 
ness and loses sales, and often it offends 
eustomers conscious of their own honesty. 
but hardly aware of the risks that busi- 
constantly incurring.

The official 
title of the measure is the Local 
Government Bill, 1928, and it emborties 
the very important scheme for the reliet of 
agriculture which was 
announced by Mr. Winston Churchill in 
his last Budget. Since the publication cf

technicalities—Mr. Chamberlain and his 
measure have been the butt of the 
cartoonists and of the popular Press. An 
unfortunate remark by a Minister that a 
knowledge of algebra was essential to a 
proper. understanding of the proposals 
gave the Government’s opponents the 
opportunity for which they had been wait- 
ing during the last four years, and Liberals 
and Labour men alike have been inaking 
Sir Walter Preston, 
the Conservative candidate who won the 
Cheltenham by-election some weeks 
ago, has discovered that Chelten- 
ham’s ratepayers, instead of obtain- 
ing relief under the new scheme, will 
be required to pay an additional sum. 
This incident gave a great fillip to 
the Opposition’s campaign against the 
bill. It has been represented as a 
reductio ad absurdum of bureaucratic red 
tape, without a single redeeming feature ;

lrelana’s Toutist Traffic. 


The Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State, in the course of his speech last 
night to the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merece, referred to the tourist traffic as an 
important source of potential wealth. It 
would be no exaggeration to describe the 
catering for that fraffic as a national 
industry. The weather which we have 
experienced in these countries of late-- 
hurricanes, floods and sleet—is not remi- 
niscent strongly, perhaps, of summer 
tours ; but this is the time to make plans 
for the future. It is a well-worn jest that 
Christmas annuals and Christmas num- 
bers of tiayazines are written in 
mid-summer; and, if the next tourist 
season is to be vet more successful 
than that of 1928, it is not too 
soon to make adequate preparations. 
Every class of the community has an 
interest in this question, since every class 
benefits from the revenue brought by 
visitors. The tourist season of 1928 was 
the most successful in Ireland—both 
North and South—for many years. One 
striking proof was the fact that the number 
of touring cars which were brought into 
the Free State increased by one hundred 
per cent. over the preceding year. The 
type of visitor who brings in a touring 
car usually is prepared to spend money 
liberally. Every effort ought to be made 
to make his way easy, and, so far as 
may be, not to irritate him by unneces- 
sary restrictions, especially in journeys 
across the border. The marked improve- 
ment in Irish roads which has taken place 
with the past year or two also should 
encourage motorists to visit Ireland and 
to leave it with pleasant memories. 
Tourist traffic definitely is on the upward 
grade, and there is every prospect that 
next year’s season will be a ‘ record ”’ 
one. The main task, however, is to 
satisfy visitors when they come, and this, 
obviously, can be done only by making 
them comfortable. Nothing is more 
important than good hotels. It does not 
lie in Ireland’s power to compel travellers 
to visit her shores. It does not lie in her 
power to command good weather. It does 
lie in her power to ensure agreeable 
entertainment at moderate charges; and 
to this end national effort ought to be 


addressed. 


Magic in Turkey. 


Apparently no department of Turkish 
life « ‘pes the reforming energy of 
Must. a Kemal. He has abolished the 
Khalifate; he has allowed women to 
appear in public with their faces unveiled, 


and he is sending a nation to school that 


it may learn a new alphabet. One of his 
latest achievements looks like war against 
the djirins—those useful, but rather 
dangerous, handymen, about whom we all 
have read in the “ Arabian Nights.” He 
has put a ban on sorcerers and magicians 
generally. The ban does not include stage 
magicians. Mr. John Mulholland, Vice- 
President of the American Wizards’ Or- 
ganisation, who has been touring Turkey, 
warmly praises this action of the Ghazi. 
Wizards who work only by ordinary means 
—deceiving the eye by the quickness of 
the hand—now will be relieved from un- 
fair competition. They will be allowed to 
gain an honest livelihood, provided that 
they have not, like Prospero, “ spirits to 
enforce, art to enchant.’’ Their only care 
must be to avoid the kind of negligence 
which led to some commotion a few years 
ago during a performance of the ever- 
popular variety .turn—the sawing of a 
person in two. A failure of the apparatus | 
revealed the victim yet unsawn, and led 
to a natural outburst of indignation on 
the part of the disappointed audience. 
Such accidents may happen to any 
magician; but, at least, he will have 
nothing to fear henceforward from slaves 
of the lamp or slaves of the ring, who 
build magic palaces in a single night 
and transport people to distant lands 
faster than any bird can fly. Mustapha 
Kemal is working wonders in Turkey, but 
they are prosaic wonders. Not the genie s 
wand, but the engineer and the electrician, 
are transforming the Middle East almost 
beyond recognition. Motor cars traverse 
the desert, and Baghdad, with its 
“ shrines of fretted gold,” has undergone 
a curious change since the days of the great 
Caliph. No doubt, every self-respecting 
djinn has retired long since to the 
mountains or to the depths of the sea— 
leaving Turkey to its motor cars, its cine- 
matograph, its new alphabet and its new 
conjurors.

PRIMARY CONSIDERATION. 
It will be agreed that the primary con- 
sideration in any scheme is the manner in 
which it is taken in hands. Whether im 
its entirety or piece by piece it represents 
a sound commercial proposition. This is 
true of national interests as it is of the 
interests of the country involved.  Sub- 
sidies to air transport do not imply that 
commer ial considerations shonld be let 
vo or even lessened. Should this be 
possible under u- subsidy scheme, then tire 
only conclusion is that the subsidy is ex 
cessive. 
Under the scheme. which T-am about te 
outline, commercial interests are 4iven 
first place, and the subsidy assumed is the 
ninimum figure to make it a sound com- 
mercial proposition, attractive to capital. 


COMMERCIAL ASPECT. 
Briefly, the commercial considerations 
which must be kept in view in the selec- 
tion of air routes are as follows :— 
1. Time which can be saved over exist- 
ing means of transport. 
2. Traffic already existing on the route. 
ó. Proportion of such existing traffic 
which may be attracted to the air. 

4. New traffic which may be created. 
5. How the service will connect with 
existing forms of transport. 
6. Economic route mileage flight stages. 
The technical considerations are :— 
1. The terrain to be travelled over. 
2. Meteprological conditions to be met 
with. 


HOLYHEAD ROUTE BEST. 
If we divide our requirements under 
aerial communications under two heads— 
external and internal—we find our first 
external requirement relative to com- 
mercial considerations to be the link with 
Kngland, where 97 per cent. of our trade 
rests. Subjecting these requirements to 
considerations of traffic volume, terrain 
and meteorological conditions, Dublin 
emerges as the obvious starting point—the 
lowland passage north of Holyhead as the 
crossing point.

The letter from the Board of Works 
reads as follows :—‘ We beg to inform you 
that we have had the proposals investi- 
ated by an engineer and land valuer.

by back watering by the Shannon when 
that Tiver is im flood. We understand 
that the Shannen power (partial develop- 
ment) scheme will, when completed, have 
the effect of raising the normal summer 
level of the river at. the mouth of the 
Feorish by some three feet, so that it wil! 
not be possible to release the flooding -con- 
sequent on back watering. In the circum- 
stances it is doubtful whether it will be 
practicable to design a satisfactory scheme 
for the entire Feorish (South) River, but 
the matter is receiving our attention.” 


THOUSANDS AFFECTED. 
The Rev. Father Malachy Brennan, 
Kilglass, Strokestown, in connection with 
the proposed drainage of the South Feorish 
River, wrote that it was “ no exaggera- 
tion to say that it concerns the lives and 
fortunes of thousands of people in this 
county. It will not only affect those 
parishes of Kilglass and Aughrim and the 
neighbouring parishes in Co. Leitrim, but 
it will affect the greater part of tlie County 
Roscommon from Arigna to Athlone. 
Every effort should be made to secure 
united action on the part of our Western 
T.D.’s of all shades of politics to resist 
this destruction of property in the West. 
The County Council adopted a resolu- 
tion unanimously calling upon the Govern- 
ment to deal with the problem. 


FLOOD STILL RISING. 

Large areas bordering the Shannon 
above and below Athlone are under 
several feet of water. Many homesteads 
are flooded. At Golden Island there are 
three feet of water in Patrick Macken’s 
house. His farm is nearly all under 
water. Macken is living upstairs, but 
the flood at time of writing is still rising. 

Between Athlone and Ballinasloe 
hundreds of acres are under water. At 
Ballinasloe the Suck, like the Shannon, 
has overflowed, and the lands surround- 
ing the town are inundated. There are also 
very extensive areas under water in ‘Ros- 
common and Mayo. ‘The flooding in Ros- 
common js also due to the Shannon,

In Mayo, a well-watered county at the 
best of times, the overflowing of many 
mountain Jakes and the Rivers Robe and 
Moy is responsible for inundations. 

In the house of Joseph O’ Rourke, Tully- 
bane, Mount Temple, a “spring” 
suddenly boiled up in the drawingroom, 
and all efforts to subdue it have failed.

PROPOSED SCHEME. 

The seheme proposed is to proceed with 
one internal and one external air line— 
namely, Cork-Dublin-Liverpool-a point in 
Northern Central England (in the absence 
of British afr lines running north)—south 
from this point, and so on to London. We 
would base at Cork sufficient aircraft to 
deal with traffic at the port, and base at 
Dublin normal reserves of machines for 
the service te deal with possible traffic to 
Galway.

“TOURIST TRAFFIC. 

In the case of Liverpool, Atlantic traffic 
disémbarked thére is in mind. At Lon- 
don it is believed that the service would 
be attractive to Atlantic traffic concen- 
trated normally at Southampton. 

At first, no doubt, this traffic would be 
tourist — traffic.’ With regard to the 
organisation for Cobh, we know that one 
shipping concern is already interested. 
Also we have had public utterances on 
the European end of the Canadian mail 
scheme irom the British Postmaster- 
General.

SUICIDE, 


FINANCIAL AND OTHER WORRIES 
A verdict of “ Suicide by coal gas poison- 
ing ” was returned at the inquest at Hor- 
wich, Lancashire, yesterday, on the body of 
Alderman Richard Thomas Fletcher (53), 
leader of the Socialist Party in the Wigan 
Town Council, who was found dead in bed 
in a gas-filled bedroom at his home at Hor- 
wich early on Monday morning. 

Alderman Fletcher had been Chairman of 
the Wigan Tramways Committee, and Vice- 
Chairman of the Watch Committee for many 
years. ! 

James Fletcher, a brother, said that. the 
Alderman had been living apart írom his 
wife, who had been abroad for eighteen 
years. He was in business as a draper, but 
there had been financial trouble, and his 
brother had been depressed. 

The Coroner (Mr. 8. F. Butcher) said 

he was satisfied that it was a case of suicide, 
although there was not sufficient evidence 
before him to certify for the purpose that 
would be called’ insanity. 
Apparently, said the Coroner, Mr. Fletcher. 
was in somewhat serious financial difficulties, 
and. evidently his life had had its tragedies. 
He had been parted from his wife, and had 
taken another woman to his house as his 
wife. Apparently he was a person who fore- 
saw that probably his attempt to occupy 
a leading position in public life was in 
jeopardy of failure by reason of his financial 
difficulties, and in that state of mind he 
determined to end his life.

Both the ‘CAristian Science Monitor and 
the Boston Herald foresee trouble if the bill

“The suppression of literature calculated 
to eorrupt morals is a praiseworthy aim, 
says the Herald. ‘‘ The practical difficulty 
arises when it comes to deciding what books 
or writings fall under the heading gf im- 
moral. And nobody has solved that’ diffi- 
culty. The Irish rule is specific only in the 
case of publications dealing with birth con- 
trol. In other respects it gives. much lati- 
tude to the censors. Who can say whether, 
a book is definitely and designedly immoral? 
‘ Vanity Fair’. is to pass the censor, and so 
is ‘Othello. What of “Measure for Mea- 
sure?’ or Thackeray’s ‘ Shabby Genteel Story ’ 
and his ‘ Catherine?’ Will ‘Tom Jones’ and 
certain of: Defoe’s classics get by?

A TRYING TIME AHEAD. 
“We have had some experience of censors 
here in Boston and in other parts of. the 
country. We have not forgotten the holding 
up of ‘Daphnis and’ Chloe,’ which even the 
* decent Weacnciten of a learned Janguage’ 
could not. save. And there is the immortal 
Gibbon himself. There is a ra tre, time 
ahead for the Irish censors. Establishing a 
stable government has hardly fewer diffi- 
culties than making and administering a wise 
and workable scheme of censorship. 
The Monitor says :—The question at issue, 
of course, is one of the oldest in the history: 
of the struggle for human freedom. Where 
is the line to be drawn between that undesir- 
able licence which gives full rein to evil pro- 
paganda and that fatal restraint which gives 
to human authority the power to use the law 
to suppress truth as well as error? The 
English-speaking world has for centuries, ever 
since the battle was fought out in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, been of 
the clear opinion that the dangers which fol- 
low from endowing any Government with the 
power to suppress freedom of thought and 
expres are far greater than those which 
follow an undue licence for the advertisement 
of error. John Milton's greatest prose writ- 
ing—the Areopagitica—was devoted to the 
defence of this freedom,

THE PERIL IN THE BILL. 
“This does not mean that society has no 
weapon with which to combat evil.

AUCTIONEERS’ APPEAL IN 


BERLIN COURT. 
From RevtTexr’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 
The appeal of the firm of auctioneers, 
Lepke, against the injunction granted by 
a Prussian Court forbidding the sale of 


articles claiméd by various - Russian 
émigré’, came before the Berlin Civil 
Court to-day, Whose decision, however, 


will not be promulgated before December 
11th. 

It was announced that Prince Yussopov, 
one of the claimants, was bringing an 
action in England against the English 
purchasers of articles which he claims as 
his own. 

Counsel for the émigrés argued that the 
articles in dispute had been “ stolen,” 
and that the Soviet decree confiscating the 
property of Russians was a political act, 
and was in violation of the principles of 
the intangibility of private property, and, 
— incompatible with the German 
aw. 

Counsel for the firm of Lepke pointed 
out that none of the émigrés had given 
their correct address, and consequently, if 
the ve gence was quashed, there was no 
way of collecting costs from them. 
Counsel further declared that the 
Russian Government could prove that the 
affidavits of the émigrés were false, and 
that the articles which were claimed as 
their property were never in their posses- 
sion. Several people had, for example, 
claimed the same articles. ’ 


LITIGATION IN LONDON. 


Mr. Justice Mackinnon continued the 
hearing in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, yesterday, of the action in which 
Princess Olga Paley, an aunt of the late 
Tsar by a morganatic marriage, sought 
to recover valuable works of art taken 
from her palace near Leningrad in the 
Bolshevik revolution. “ 
These objets d’art, which were boucht 
from the leading shops of London and 
Paris before the war, are now stored in 
180 cases at a Wapping warehouse. 

They were bought from the Soviet 
Government by a syndicate of dealers, 
who were sued as defendants. 

The defendants contended that this 
confiscation was legal according to Soviet 
decrees, and that, therefore, the sale of

He said that the words 
which it was now proposed to omit were in- 
seríed m the original draft clause, as it was 
intended at the time that the clause was 
framed to continue, as regards bills af 
exchange and bank post bills. the present 
informal arrangements, whereby the N orthern 
lreland Exchequer collected the composition 
duty on hills made or drawn by the three 
Northern Ireland hanks, irrespective of the 
area in which the bills were drawn. and con- 
versely, the remaining banks paid the fuil 
composition duty to the Irish Free State 
Lxchequer. 

After further examination of the problem 
however, it seemed likely that the hanks 
would experience no difficulty in arranging 
for such bills to be segregated as between the 
two areas, and as the new currency condi- 
tions had made it necessary to discontinue 
this informal basis of apportioning the com- 
position duty on ordinary bank notes between 
the two Exchequers it was thought only 
logical to arrange, if it could he conveniently 
done, for the segregation of duty in the minor 
cases of bills of exchange and bank past bills. 
The clause was permissive, but as it stood 
at the moment it would preclude the Ministry 
of Finance from agreeing with the Irish Free 
State Revenne authorities to any revision in 
the system. Auy action on the lines that he 
had suggested would only be taken after con- 
sultation with the hanks and the Free State 
Revenue Commission. He might add that 
the duty involved was trifling in comparison 
with. the composition duty payable on 
ordinary bank notes. : i

SLAUGHTERED ANIMALS BILL. 

In the Committee stage of the Slaughtered 
Ammals (Compensation) Bill, the Minister of 
Agriculture (Sur Edward Archdale) moved an 
amendment in reference to the formation of 
an association of cattle exporters to work 
the insurance portion of the Act. He said 
it was originglfe intended that the North of 
Ireland Cattle Dealers’ and Shippers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Londonderry and North. West 
Cattle Dealers’ and Shippers’ Association 
should create an association for the purpose 
ot working the measure, to be known as the 
Northern Ireland Live Stock Exporters’ Asso- 
ciation. The intention was to set up this 
new Association immediately after the passing 
of the present bill, but the joint body had 
not yet heen formed, because one c

of the 
associations had been pressing to have the 
bill remodelled upon a wider basis, while the 
other association was ready to come in, and 
had ‘already appointed the necessary repre- 
sentatives. The object of the amendment 
was te make it clear that the joint body 
might still be formed by the two associa- 
tions. : 

The amendment was passed. 

Sir Edward Archdale moved an amendment 
to Clause 11, which provides that a com- 
inittee of assessors may, with the consent of 
the owner of any animal which has been 
assessed by chem, and subject to any direc- 
tions which may be given by the British 
Government, sell the carcase and pay the 
proceeds into the Compensation Fund. The 
Minister explained that the Imperial Govern- 
ment, when they saw the hill, stated that 
they might have directions to give regarding 
foot-and-monih disease, and it was, therefore, 
desirable to add the proviso. 

The amendment was passed. 


COMPENSATION IN SPECIAL CASES. 

On the motion that Clause 12, which deals 
with compensation in special cases, stand 
part of the bill, 5 

The Minister oí Agriculture said that 
various complamts had been made by the 
cattle trade that the clause had not been 
remodelled so as to make it open to dealers 
to obtain compensation for cittle detained 
across the water. It wonld, he said. be im- 
possible for his Ministry to remodel the clause 
on these lines, because not only was it im- 
possible to find out accurately how much 
would be due for compensation for the last 
three years, but the bill as it stood would 
make compensation payable retrospectively 
for slaughter. They could not mix up a 
vetrospective clause of that kind with one 
for paying compensation for detention. The 
members of the North-West Association were 
willing to take the bill as it stood, and the 
dealers in the Free State had already got a 
bill of the same kind. He asked those who 
were dissatisfied to wait for a short time until 
the Department ascertained how the bill 
worked. Then the Department would be 
quite willing to do anything possible to meet 
the wishes of those who thought that the 
clause should be remodelled. 

Mr. Crawford asked if that meant that 
those shipping cattle might have good hopes 
that in the near faiure claims for detention 
would be payable out of the funds. 

Sir Edward Archdale said that the Ministry 
was quite sympathetic. The claims would he 
considerable, and they did not want to have 
different charges for cattle embarking at 
Northern ireland ports as compared with the 
Port of Dublin. 

THE MINISTRY'S DIFFICULTY. 

Major Shillington said that the money was 
to be provided by the men who shipped the 
cattle, and if they were anxious to have the 
extra insurance an effort should be made to 
meet them. He could see the difficulty that 
the Ministry would be up against in regard 
to providing compensation for something that 
happened three years ago, but he 
hoped that the Department would in 
the near fuiure be able to provide for 
detention claims being met. If traders were 
able to insure that cattle could be shipped 
through Northern Ireland ports insured 
against detention Joss it would bring more 
trade to their ports and be a tremendous 
help. : 
Sir Edward Archdale said that the matter 
would be considered when the Department 
had ascertained what it. wou | cost. They did 
not want to make different charges fo 
Northern Ireland ports as compared with the 
Free State. 

Major Shillington—Why! Can you give us 
anv information as to the amount of hability 
that there will be against the fund for what 
happened during the past two or three years: 
Minister of Agricultare—About £2,000. 
Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) said that 
he had been in consultation with officials of 


‘the Cattle Traders’ Association and they in- 


him that the traders would be willing 
five pence per head on the cattle ex- 
ported, providing that the extra cost ol 
lairage and feeding due to detention was 
covered by the insurance policy. It was a 
case where the trade should be consulted and 
their wishes acceded to as far as possible, 
especially as the traders were providing the 
funds. He thought that the Minister's mam 
difficulty was that if the charges for Northern 
Ireland ports were higher than those from 
Free State ports shipping would be diverted. 
A COMMON POLICY ADVOCATED.

The £600 challenge issued by Mr. Bohane, 
Director of the Royal Dublin Society, to 
Lieutenant-General Sir Michael Rimington, in 


connection with that officer’s allegation that 


most of the foot-and-mouth disease in Eng- 
land was imported from Ireland, has attracted 
widespread attention. 

It is not known yet if this sporting 
challenge will be accepted. In the mean- 
time. the matter has been taken up by Mr. 
J. T. Clinton, Veterinary Inspector fo the 
Louth County Council, who has written the 
following letter to the Farmer and Stect- 
hreeder, the English periodical in which 
Lieutenant-General Rimington’s statement 
appeared. 

MR. CLINTON'S LETTER. 

“ In your issue of November 12th.’ writes 
Mr. Giinton, “there appears a letter from 
General Sir M. Rimington dealing with foot- 
and-mouth disease. The General frankly 
udmits, and even stresses the fact, that the 
Argentine is reeking with the disease. And 
yet, as 1 understand his letter, he advocates 
and tries to justify the importation of meat 
irom this hot-bed of disease. What does it 
matter that, as he states, only two per cent. 
of the affected animals might die. The merest 
novice knows that it is not the percentage of 
deaths that matters but the wastage of flesh 
amongst the animals, and the fact that by 
allowing affected animals to recover, or by 
treating them, the disease is fostered and is 
spread far and wide amongst healthy cattle. 
“I am, however, not so much concerned 
with the General’s fantastic ideas on this 
point as I am with another statement of his 
~——viz., that for the one case of foot-and.- 
mouth disease which comes from the Argen- 
tine, twenty come from Ireland. 


É ANOTHER CHALLENGE. 

I beg to challenge the truth of 

statement, and I also accept the 
have a bet on the issue. 
“For very many years previous 
Ireland was tree from foot-and-mouth disease. 
whereas several cases of it occurred i 
England, and it was also prevalent on the 
Continent. In 1912, when an outbreak 
occurred at Swords, near Dublin, we were 
accused of ‘hiding’ the. presence of the 
disease in this country, and now it seems we 
are charged with the same offence again. 
During the past ten years we have had a few 
cases of the disease in this country: but. 
owing to the prompt and effective methods 
adopted by the veterinary inspectors of the 
Department of Agriculture, it was completely 
stamped out, and it does not now exist in 
Ireland. I deliberately make this statement 
as a Veterinary Surgeon and a large farmer 
and cattle breeder. - ; 


i WILL THE GENERAL ACCEPT? 
My sympathies are all with the English 
farmer and breeder, whose valuable herds 
have been so ruthlessly slaughtered because 
of the disease; but so long as chilled meat is 
imported from the Argentine, on, olher country 
where foot and-mouth disease is rampant, so 
long will he be subject to a reeurrence of the 
malady. 

“And now ae to General Sir WM. 
Rimington’s desire to have the matter decided 
as to the présence of the disease in Ireland. 
I will place myself and my car at his disposal 
iov a week. He can bring any Veterinary 
Surgeon with him that he wishes. I will 
assist him im inspecting the cattle on as many 
farms in County Louth as he likes to visit, 
and I will arrange for his inspection on other 
farms outside the county as well. If a single 
case of foot-and-mouth disease is found. I will 
pay up over the bet which the General is so 
anxious to make.

JURY’S RIDER AT INQUEST ON
